It would toe interesting to study the exact r-e- 


latibnship that exists in America between pros- 
perity and 'Crime. 
. It lias been stated that a city which enjoys a 
business boom is bound to suffer, also, an in- 
crease in its crime. Just how far this assertion 
tiolds good is problematic; but there are signs 
that it IS true to a great extent, at least. 


Chicago, of course, is the city everyone thinks 


of -when :Crime is mentioned. And this rule seems 
to apply directly to Chicago's situation. 


Chicago has been an enormously busy city, 


growing by leaps and bounds. All kinds of in- 
dustries have centered there. Inhere has always 
been "something doing" there. Job-hunters have 
flocked in from all parts of the country. 


This has made for a large floating population, 


unstable and without roots. The ranks of the 
gunmen and bootleggers are easily and quickly 
recruited from such a field. Furthermore, under 
such circumstances, money is plentiful. There is 
money for liquor, for gambling and other under- 
world -commodities. There is' money, too, to be 
taken by main force by bandits. 


Detroit seems to bear out the theory also. The 


automobile industry has made Detroit an im- 
mensely busy place. It has been expanding rap- 
idly for years. And, like Chicago, it has drawn 
>on the rest of the natioii for a huge floating pop- 
ulation. 


Consequently, one need not be surprised by the 


•charges that are now being made hi connection 
•with Detroit's police department. If half of these 
charges are true, Detroit has an underworld sit- 
uation as bad as Chicago. There are the same 
stories of friendship between policemen and 
gangsters. There are the same boldness and dar- 
ing -on the part of the underworld. 


Detroit and Chicago, then, apparently bear out 


this theory. It is a matter that ought to get de- 


tailed study from our criminologists. 
Lawless- 


ness of the Chicago-Detroit variety is a high 
price-to pay for prosperity. 


MEN AND PROFITS. 


Prof. William Leisersoh of Antioch College sug- 


gests that industry eventually will be required to 
place the interests of its employes above the in- 
terests of its stockholders in certain respects. 
That is, when depression comes, he believes no 
industry will cut its payroU until it has suspend- 
ed its dividends.

At present, he points out, many a concern has 


discharged scores of workers, but continues to 
pay dividends regularly. 


His suggestion is extremely radical, beyond 


It does indicate, however, the growth of 
the new conception that industry has a definite 
responsibility for the welfare of its workers.

It 
lixed tlic loan value of wheat at 
S1.1S a bushel in an attempt to peg 
the price, basing its decision on 
the best available information as 
to the quantity of wheat that would 
be available and the size of the 
world demand for it. Recently the 
•world demand failed to pick up to 
the expected extent and prices be- 
gan to sag. 


Speculators Chief Losers 


If it should eventually turn out 


that the supply of and demand for 
•wheat are approximately equivalent 
the Farm -Board will be sitting 
pretty, but there is less possibility, 
of such. a development as far as 
anyone can see now. 
, 


Most of the real losses on -wheat 


thus far have been incurred by 
speculators, in the opinion of the 
board. Naturally, those who bought 
March wheat 'last fall at around 
Sl.i'" a ljusliel are now out of luck, 
especially those who speculated 'on 
ma-vin, as is done in the stock 
u.sv>.ct.

The Farm Board says the farmer

being advanced $10,000,000 by the 
board. .Private traders .attempted 
to shove off their wheat as co- 
operative wheat on the corporation, 
but the board quickly developed 'a 
policy of buying nothing, but co- 
operative wheat.

6—(JP)— 


Jolted by the reversal on the 
sugar tariff, the senate coalition 
of democrats and republican in- 
dependents was girding itself to- 
day to protect its other victories 
i.n the grueling tariff controver- 
sy. 


All of the high spots in the 


voluminous tariff bill are coming 
up for final votes in the closing 
hours of the six months debate. 
On the first of these final roll 
calls yesterdav, the senate agreed 
to increase the tariff on Cuban 
sugar from 1.76 cents a pound to 
two cents. 


The sugar increase was voted, 


47 to 39. Previously the senate 
had voted 48 to 38 against an in- 
crease to 2.20 cents a pound. 
There were charges of a -trade" 
among senators interested in su- 
gar, lumber and oil duties but 
this was stoutly denied. 


Second roll calls are to come 


on the attempts to take lumber 
and cement off the free list; to 
retain the duty on brick; to give 
a tariff to hides, leather and 
shoes, and on a multitude of 
other controversial rates. Most 
of these were settled by narrow 
margins before.

president has set in motion. 


Of primary interest was the 


development of a comprehensive 
extra-constitutional 
aspect of 


government—the 
fact 
finding 


commission—upon 
which 
the 


President placed greater reliance 
than any of his predecessors. 


Fifteen such bodies now exist. 
Attracting most attention was 


the commission to study law en- 
forcement, designed to defer, at 
least temporarily, political dis- 
cussion of prohibition. 


Instead, the subject reached 


greater prominence than at any 
;ime in the decade of dryness. 


His administration saw a farm 


relief bill enacted, a colossal ex- 
periment without precedent. Its 
eventual destiny will affect the 
family budget by working chan- 
ges in marketing what the coun- 
try eats,, and, naturally, its 
price. 


Another move affecting finan- 


cial well-being was the Presi- 
dent's action after the stock 
market collapse, when he mar- 
shalled American industry to 
carry on immense new programs.
